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EXAMIINER'S STATEMENTS OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 26-45 which 
have been renumbered claims 1-20 are allowable over prior art because related references do not 
disclose a pre-distortion apparatus including a cascade of identical pre-di storting stages, each of 
which generates an approximation of the required pre-distortion, each successive stage receiving 
the approximation from the preceding stage in an iterative fashion so that errors in successive 
approximations converge toward zero with increase in the number of stages.
